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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-34 are presented. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant has made bona fide efforts to improve the legibility of the claims. 
Nevertheless, this has been insufficient. For example, applicant states at page 17 of 
the amendment: '"digital information' refers to digital data, such as a video data stream, 
and should be treated as a separate entity from the watermark digital information, which 
specifically refers to the watermark data itself." Thus, at least two "digital information" 
exists. The distinction between the two must be made clear and consistent. Thus, a 
clearer language, such as "a first digital information" and "a second digital information, 
the second digital information having watermark data", must be used. 

Furthermore, there is genuine confusion as to whether video data stream is 
required for the "digital information" as used in the claims. Thus, the new rejections are 
given. 

Because these rejections pertain to the rejections already given and yet 
Applicant has not yet been given a fair chance to discuss the matter, this action is 
therefore non-final. 



CLAIM REJECTIONS 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to 

set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that 

claims fail(s) to correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as the invention 

can be found in the reply filed 10/7/2005. In that paper, applicant has stated that "digital 

information refers to digital data, such as video data stream" and yet this digital 

information "should be treated differently from watermark digital information", and this 

statement indicates that the invention is different from what is defined in the claim(s) 

because, in correct English usage, "digital information" must be broader than 

"watermark digital information." In other words, in correct English usage", "watermark 

digital information" is a species of "digital information." Because Applicant seems to 

mean something contrary to correct English usage, Applicant is requested to correct 

and to make more clear. 

Conclusion
